Thomson's Victory Loan poem Is at 
present In the rehearsal stage at the 
McGlll Radio Workshop. This dra- 
matic poem Is expected to be re- 
corded and broadcast for the Fifth 
Victory Loan. All students have 
read "My Brother's Keeper" in the 
Daily of October 10. 

Students are rehearsing under the 
direction of producer Charles W&s- 
scrmann, long-experienced In this 
particular field. There have al- 
ready been two full rehearsals of 
the poem, and It is the expressed 
hope of the director that this third 
one may be the last. At the present 
time, Wossermann announced, pro- 
gress has been most satisfactory and 
the cast has shown promise of giv- 
ing a fine performance. 

The dilcttanls have noticed that 
the poem is a most difficult one. 
Interpretation is completely against 
the Usual radio rules of studio per- 
formance. There are seven main 
roles, four for male voices and three 
for women. Among the cast are Al 
Silverman, Duncan Cameron, Grif- 
fith Brewer and Avril Kieller. 
Other members arc to take part in 
the Chorus, which has been named 
by some as the most difficult part 
of all.

Bishop's Coll. 
Fame Spreads 

Past Student's 
Careers Are 
Principal's Topic ' 

Sherbrooke, October 29.— The cir- 
cle of Bishop's influence in this 
Dominion is steadily widening and, 
in the main, the influence Is béné- 
ficient and constructive in the opin- 
ion of Rev. A. H. McGreer, O.B.E., 
principal and vice-chancellor of the 
University of Bishop's College, ex- 
pressed In his report to the corpor- 
ation of the university at its an- 
nual meeting here today. The full 
story of Bishop's men, said Dr. Mc- 
Greer, would include the work of 
scores of teachers in our .«.chools, 
the faithful ministrations of à still 
greater number of men in the- min- 
istry of the church, and of yet 
others in law, medicine, and den- 
tistry. 

Concerning the present diminish- 
ing body of undergraduates. Dr. 
McCreer expressed pleasure with 
what he called "decidedly the best 
group of students admitted to the 
university since the beginning of

Trade Unionists Attack 
Government Labor Policy 



Textile Workers* 
Case Analysed 
By Mlle;iParent^ 



Last night the activities of the 
Student Labour Club got under way 
with the presentation of a labour 
forum in which two trade union 
loaders. Miss Madeleine^Parent|Tand 
Mr. Charles Smythe) defiyeral^ad- 
dresses. .' • 

Miss Parent, national secretary of 
the United Textile Workers of 
America, A.F, of L., spoke of the 
textile situation in Quebec, and 
pointed out that the basic differ- 
ences between English and French 
Canadians are due to the sub-stand- 
ard economic conditions of the 
French Canadian worker. The tex- 
tile industry, which employes 125,- 
000 people and is mainly concen- 
trated in the province of Quebec, 
is the lowest paid industry in Can- 
ada, Miss Parent stated. She point- 
ed out that for over 75 years the 
textile companys have, viciously at- 
tàcked^all attempts by courageous 
workers to organize into bona fide 
trade unions. She gave examples 
of whole families being obliged to 
work in the textile mills in order to 
gather sufficient Income to support 
themselves but still being compelled 
to endure inadequate living condi- 
tions. 

Miss Parent claimed that the tex- 
tile companies were paying low 
wages today In order to insure a 
low wage standard and poor work- 
ing conditions in the post-war per- 
iod, and that their immediate inter- 
ests were the safeguarding of their 
post-war profits and prosperity 
rather than a maximum contribu- 
tion to the war effort and the needs 
of their employees. She added that 
the companies were at the present 
attempting to° provoke a strike 
amongst the workers since they are 
In a more favourable position to-

Labor's attitude to the war and 
aspirations for , the post-war period 
of reconstruction was set last night 
before the Political Economy Club 
by Mr. Bob Haddow, Canadian re 
prcsentative of the International 
Association of Machinists. 

After explaining how a boyhood 
spent in the midst of the industrial 
misery of Clydesldc made him vig- 
oroiuly anti-war in his youth, Mr. 
Haddow went on to say that in this 
war "We of the labor movement 
are under no illusions as to what a 
future under Hitler would mean for 
this country."' 

"Therefore we must make sacri- 
fices, for our Interests are at stake 
together with those of the capital, 
ists. We all want National Unity, 
but the capitalists have never done 
anything concrete about it." 

He cited cases in the newly-or- 
ganized aircraft industry of Mont- 
real where production had been 
more than doubled by cooperation 
between the union and the manage- 
ment, before the strike. But, Mr, 
Harrow continued, "since the war 
started we have been run by Orders 
in Council: every piece of labor leg- 
islation has been restrictive." 

He went on to describe how the 
"Labor-hating, labor-baiting capi- 
talist politicians see In Labor the 
force that In the post-war period is 
going to demand a better state of life 
in this country, and will do any- 
thing to maintain the pre-war con- 
ditions of unemployment, depres- 
sion and destruction in war." 

For the future the keynotes must 
be. p|lanning and, production for 
human needs instead of profit, Mr. 
Haddow affirmed. "Until we can sit 
down and plan our future we have 
not become, truly human. Labor

History 
Surveyed 

Lafrance Reads 
Paper at First 
Club Meeting 



"Switzerland's modern history be- 
gan in 1848, when centuries of dis- 
union were superseded by a inulti- 
lingual administrative entity", 
stated Maurice Lafrance at the 
first meeting of the McGill Histori- 
cal Society, The speaker reviewed 
the long history of this "most demo- 
cratic" state, from the 12th century 
imtil the middle of the nineteenth. 

Heading his paper at the home of 
the vice-president of the Men's His- 
tory Club, Lafrance used large wall- 
maps to illustrate his subject for the 
benefit of his audience. 

During the question period which 
followed the elghty-mlnute survey 
of "seven centuries In the story of 
this Alpine democracy," Lafrance 
answered queries covering internal 
administration, external relations, 
the political attitude of the Swiss 
people, the points of view as ex- 
pressed in their political parties, 
the possibilities of invasion In the 
present war, the importance of 
Switzerland to Europe and the rest

Registrar States 
Enrolment. Low 

Attendance Drop 
Of Eighty Students 
Noted Ths Year 



Kingston, Oct. 20— (CUP)— In a 
statement recently issued from the 
Registrar's office it was announced 
that the total student registration 
of Queen's shows a deneaso of 80 
from last year's enrolment. Of the 
total of 1,560 registrants, 700 are in 
thé Arts Faculty, 636 in Science, 
and 224 in Medicine. 

Of the 184 freshmen in Arts, 63 
are enrolled in the Army Univer- 
sity Course. There are 131 women 
registered in the first year. In the 
Faculty of Applied Science there 
are 238 freshmen, 72 of whom are 
enrolled .in the Atmy University 
Course. . 

The registration in Medicine 
shows a decrease In all years, total- 
ling 55 for the whole faculty. In 
the present first year there are 45 
students.

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The Post-War Problem 

Tlie problems wliicii will face the de- 
mocracies upon conclusion of the peace are 
something which should be of vital interest 
to every student, for it is our génération 
which is fighting the present war, and it 
will be our generation which will feel the 
effects of any mistakes in the post-war set- 
tlement. No one wishes a repetition of the 
catastrophe of 1919, which is regarded by 
historians as the prelude, if not the begin- 
ning, of the present 8truggl c.A^ -^ 

For well over a year, HarvardjUniver- 
slty, in cooperation with other colleges, has 
been engaged in holding forums on the 
subject of the post-war situation, and study 
groups have been organized under student 
leadership, but with the full cooperation of 
the faculty. These groups have studied 
specific aspects of the post-war problem 
with care, and in several instances have 
published their findings in pamphlet form. 

At McGill such research has taken the 
form of the establishment of several 
courses on post-war matters. The School 
of Architecture will start lectures in a 
course on housing and community planning 
next week, which will be concerned mainlly 
with reconstruction problems. In the School 
of Commerce, Profcsor Benjamin Higgins 
is conducting a course on economics of war 
and reconstruction. In addition, various 
clubs and societies, particularly the revived 
International Relations Chib, discuss the 
subject and hear guest speakers. However, 
there is no planned and centralized student 
effort. 

At the present time the University is 
flooded with students from all over the 
world. There are refugees from Europe 
and China, South Americans, and West In- 
dians. In the ordinary course of events, 
many of these students would have gone 
to other universities, but the course of the 
war has made America a haven for the op- 
pressed, and prevented many students of 
this continent from. pursuing their studies 
in Europe. They are à. source of potential 
knowledge and experience which should 
not be allowed to go to waste. If largo 
study groups were set up, students of dif- 
ferent nationaliUcs and creeds would be 
able to exchange views and ideas. Such an 
exchange would engender better under- 
standing of tlie peoples of the world, and 
a better knowledge of our fellow man. 

After the Worid War à very popular 
movement was started to introduce the 
students of the world to ono another. 
Scholarships were set up, and students 
were encouraged to travel in foreign coun- 
tries, if they did not have the opportunity 
to study there. Youth hostels were started 
all over Europe, and as late as the summer 
of 1939, McGill students toured Europe.

Music Notes 



BRUNO WALTER'S EPIC PERFORMANCE 
On Tuesday evening at Plateau Hall, Les 
Concerts Symphoniques de Montreal opened 
Iheir current season with one ot the finest 
concerts In local musical history. Inspired 
perhaps by the gracious presence ol Their Ex- 
cellencies the Governor-General and princess 
Alice, the orchestra summed up a periormancc 
of an excellence and a magnitude seldom heard 
In this city. It was altogether a memorable 
evening, 

There was no brilliant soloist, no spectacular 
tour de force, no adventurous new composition; 
there was only the quiet, sincere, impelling 
genius of a single beloved musician — Bruno 
Walter. No conductor has so kindly, a manner 
or so pleasant and friendly 'a musical person- 
ality. Even In the most impassioned moments, 
he did not stand forth and command, but 
merely helped the orchestra to keep the music 
in its proper path and draw from it its full 
measure of inspiration. Under hU guidance,' the 
notes achieved complete transformation into a 
vivid, understandable prociamatlon In the very 
real terms of human experience and emotion. 

Yet his splendid stroke, beginning with 
head down and baton swung up and back be- 
hind his greying locks, carried the overwhelm, 
ing authority of a life spent Within the very 
soul of music. Here was a mastery of an art 
which made 'the score speak out, changing 
moods and' voices as a man misht change his 
thoughts; and that without affectation or pyro- 
technics, but with only a love and an under- 
standing of the music for itself. 

Weber's Overture to "Otieron" began tho 
program, with its dignity and lightness and 
it£ constant references to the dance-forms of 
the period. Dr. Walter accorded it full con> 
sideration despite its brevity and its secondary 
position, and there emerged moments of life, 
movement, and vivid colour, which privileged 
the audience to live emotionally in the period 
of the piece for the duration of the music. 

There followed Beethoven's First Symphony, 
which in 1943 is perhaps the most interesting 
of the great master's compositions— for here is 
the immaturity of a genius, a slmplo musical 
cxèrcise by comparison with the adult poetic 
messages for which his memory has remained. 
Not until the final movement docs the com- 
poser seem to gain enough musical confidence 
to speak up without hesitation; yet the sym- 
phony contains rich sweeps and definitive 
statements, intermixed with counterpoint ot 
lilting delicacy. There arc no stirring climaxes 
to nrouso spontaneous applause, yet the eon* 
elusion brought the retrospective realization of 
a fine, human performance. 

Claude Debussy's "L'Apres-Mldi d'un Faune'', 
which preceded the intermission, seemed 
frankly out of place in its previous company. 
Very modernistic by comparison, its overtones 
are sensuous rather than mathematical, and it 
rarries much less meaning or musical author- 
ity. In such circumstances it could hardly 
achieve its full beauty. 

Finally, there was the First Symphony of 
Johannes Brahms. This was the most mature 
music of the evening— music o{ depth and 
character, rich in the far-reaching implications 
of a well-developed mind. Growing in strength 
as the evening progressed, Dr. Walter brought 
the orchestra to the portals of greatness, with 
the audience following breathless and incred- 
ulous behind. Mr. Onderet contributed a beau- 
tiful solo in the second movement; conductor, 
musicians, and listeners swept on together to- 
wards the heights. From Its mysterious in- 
troduction the final movement became a 
stirring chorale, ending in a triumph which 
lifted the audience from its seats. Before tho 
final chord had ceased vibrating, they were on 
their feet, calling "Bravissimo!" and beating 
their hands in a storm of overwhelming appre- 
ciation. 

''And even the ranks of Tuscany could 
scarce forbear to cheer." It was Dr. Walter's 
evening, and to him all acknowledgement was 
directed. In that moment he stood alone, in 
the company of the men whose greatness he 
had presented— whose greatness he had almost 
transcended with his own. —V. C. G.

day to break the textile union 'than 
they might be in the future. Miss 
Parent concluded by asking stu- 
dents to' support the concerted drive 
which ail A.F. of L. unions arc un- 
dertaking, to inform the public of 
the conditions which exist in the 
textile mills and to force the gov-, 
crnment to. bring equality to the 
French Canadian workers. 

Mr. Charles Smylhe, Quebec or- 
ganizer for the United Electrical 
Workers of America, C.I.O., point- 
ed/out the need for labour-man- 
agement' co-operation for- increased 
production. He presented a strong 
case in favour of the Inauguration 
of Incentive wage plans throughout 
Canadian Industry, and called for 
the passing of "labour legislation 
with teeth, teeth thàt will bl^ the 
employer." The recent decision of 
the trade union conventions to take 
political action was the result of 
complete dissatisfaction with gov- 
ernment's labour policy on thp part 
of the workers, and was due to the 
maturing of the organized labour 
movement to the point where it is 
now able to draw up its own pro- 
jects for a better Canada Uirough 
legislation by a labour government, 
he added..

The nutrition investigation con- 
ducted by Macdonald College for 
extending and keeping qualities of 
war inducted shortages of edible fats 
and oils is now entering its second 
year. The grant of a fellowship 
made last, year by the Swift Can- 
adian Company has been renewed. 
Dr. McFarlano. F.R.S.C., professor 
of Chemistry at Macdonald College 
and head of the Research Depart- 
ment said that this will enable his 
staff to push their study of anti- 
toxins further into the field of use 
in linseed oil. , 

"Linseed oil," said Dr. McFarlano, 
"is a large and valuable domestic 
sources of edible fat if .it is suitably 
processed and particularly if the 
keeping qualities of the edible pro- 
duct can be extended for longer 
periods.
